And What Have You 


By BOB CRAIG 


When you were scraping the ice off 
of your windshields Monday and 
fighting the hazards of the slick 
streets and highways you probably 
were thinking how bad things were. 
But Douglas Meador in his “Trail 
Dust” column recalls just how bad it 
use to be in the early days of the 
automobile. 
“Winter driving has made a radical 
change since the early days of 
automobiles when they were cranked 
by hand which required standing in 
front of the vehicle and turning a 
handle. The engine seldom started 
without a great amount of effort and 
the use of forceful language. Cars 
were built open, like buggies, except 
for oil cloth curtains which seldom 
lasted but a few months. 
Early 
automobiles had no heaters and it was 
often difficult to hold the steering 
wheel on cold days. At the end of a 
drive 
in 
cold 
weather 
it 
was 
necessary to get under the engine and 
drain the radiator to keep the block 
from freezing. It was also necessary 
to fill the radiator again in freezing 
weather before the start of a journey. 
Before the arrival of antifreeze some 
drivers would fill the radiator with 
kerosene for short trips of a mile or 
less; before the liquid became hot and 
ordorful. It required money, deter­ 
mination and the courage of several 
generations for the automobile to 
arrive at its present position in the life 
and economy of a nation.” 


Texas is “going to be at sea without 
a rudder” until it finds a way to tax 
local property uniformly and equally 
throughout the state. 
So spoke John A. Gronouski, dean of 
the Lyndon B. Johnson School of 
Public Affairs in Austin, at a pre­ 
session legislative conference on the 
problems of public school finance. 
School finance will be a leading topic 
of business for the newly elected 
legislature, and Dean Gronouski 
spoke only the obvious truth in calling 
attention to the wide discrepancies in 
assessing and collecting property 
taxes within our state. 
“We 
have a 
mismash 
of 
ad­ 
ministration,” said the dean, who 
noted that there are many localities in 
Texas where the property assessment 
is “just what somebody puts down on 
a piece of paper.” 
The Texas Research League in a 
November 
bulletin 
spotlights 
the 
situation farther: 
“Under the Texas Constitution, all 
tangible and intangible property is 
taxable at its actual market value, 
but no school district tax assessor 
follows that standard.” 
Treatment of tangible 
personal 
property 
such 
as 
autom obiles, 
household 
furniture, 
farm 
machinery, boats and an endless 
variety of other items is irregular, to 
say the least. Intangible property, 
such as stocks, bonds and bank 
deposits 
is 
almost 
never 
taxed, 
although some estimates suggest that 
such intangibles constitute more than 
half of the actual property wealth. 
“Under such conditions,” the Texas 
Research League concludes, 
“the 
property tax has become virtually a 
local option tax under which school 
district officials are free to decide 
what shall be included on the tax roll 
and at what percentage of true 
value.” 
The broad disparities 
in 
local 
property tax resources and taxing 
effort com bine with the sta te’s 
Minimum Foundation Program to 
produce a total system characterized 
by substantially unequal 
funds 
available to local school districts of 
similar size. 
Out of this situation arose last 
year’s federal court decision which 
holds that the wide variations in local 
taxpaying 
capacity 
produce 
unreasonable 
and 
intolerable 
inequities in combined state-local

(R - P E P . the Rolling Plains 
Economic 
Program , 
goal 
of 
which is the increase annually 
of agricultural income in the 29- 
county area, and to which many 
observers attribute much of the 
industry’s 
successful 
growth 
because of the educational 
efforts sponsored by 
eight 
R - P E P task forces.) 
In the massive effort to help 
area producers 
increase the 
size of their calf crops, four 
specialists were brought in to 
approach the problem from as 
many angles at the seminar, 
sponsored by the Beef Cattle 
Task Force, whose chairman is 
Stanton Brown, manager of the 
League Ranch near Benjamin. 
John R Beverly, for example, 
suggested 
strongly 
that 
producers evaluate, every year, 
the sperm of their bulls, and Dr. 
Dennis B 
Herd stressed that 
“ You can’t starve the calving 
problems out of your animals, 
but don’t get them fat,” as he 
explained the connection be­ 
tween poor nutrition and the 
difficulties of bulls and cows in 
reproduction. 
Beverly, who also said the 
bull is more important than any 
single 
cow 
in 
the 
herd, 
is 
specialist 
in

Texas 
Agricultural Extension Service 
of Texas A&M University. 
Because the blood disease of 
anaplasmosis ranks second only 
to respiratory diseases as a 
nationwide destroyer of the beef 
cattlemen's profits. Dr. W W. 


Collins told the producers that it

the

disease 
“ chosen by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Agriculture 
to 
be 
eradicated.” No area, including 
the Rolling Plains, which was 
mostly clear in 1963, is now 
clear of this disease, he said. 


And Dr E. J Carroll pointed 
the 
finger 
at 
Texas 
and 
Oklahoma as containing more 
than 60 percent of all U. S. herds 
infected with brucellosis, ad­ 
ding that this year in Colorado 
85 percent of all infected cattle 
were shipped there from Texas.
